Impressiv e ritu alistic serv ices by 
*the Grand Army of the Repu blic and 
the Women’s Relief Corps a t Riv er- 
v iew 
cemetery Tu esday 
afternoon 
marked the 
annu al Memorial Day 
observ ance. 
The address of the a f ­ 
ternoon was deliv ered by the Rev . T. 
C. Smith, editor of the Baptist Ob­ 
serv er, and a v eteran 
of 
the Civ il 
W ar. 
l l e spoke 
regarding 
the life 
and serv ices of General 
George II. 
Thomas and pointed ou t the impor­ 
tant part he play ed in the final ou t­ 
come of 
the 
conflict 
between the 
North and the Sou th. 
The 
speaker 
av oided the 
u su al 
su bjects discu ssed 
on occasions of 
this character at the ou tset of his 
address and said that he might re­ 
late ex periences of the war and re­ 
call the great 
battles 
and narrow 
escapes of the soldiers who were en­ 
gaged in 
them. 
lie 
said he might 
recall the growth of the nation, the 
conflict ov er state rights, what the 
resu lt wou ld hav e been had the Con­ 
federate gov ernment been su ccessfu l 
in the war and the possibilities of 
each state hav ing 
a 
separate and 
distinct gov ernment, independent in 
a large measu re, 
of 
all the others. 
He recalled that nations which hav e 
been destroy ed were lost in sin and 
th at no cou ntry has 
ev er been d e­ 
stroy ed in righteou sness. 
The Rev . Mr. Smith then took u p 
the life of General Thomas who was 
held before the au dience as a splen­ 
did ex ample of u nselfishness, honor, 
patriotism and ability . 
Born in Vir­ 
ginia, General Thomas 
was g rad u ­ 
ated from West Point in 18 40 and 
won distinction 
and 
honor in the 
Mex ican war. 
For sev eral y ears he 
was instru ctor at W est 
Point and 
when the Civ il W ar broke ou t he re­ 
mained loy al to the gov ernment that 
had edu cated him and fou ght with 
the Union forces. 
The speaker re ­ 
called that Johnson, 
Lee, Hardee, 
Vandorn, Smith, Fitz Hu gh Lee and 
Hood were officers in the same regi­ 
ment and 
all, 
with 
ex ception of 
Thomas, enlisted in the Confederate 
arm y . 
“Ev ery one of those officers with 
the ex ception of 
Thomas, v iolated 
their oath of honor to the u nion, v io-i 
lated their obligation to the United 
States th at had 
trained 
them and 
went with 
Virginia 
and the sou th 
when secession and rev olt came.” 
General Scott, the 
speaker said, 
offered his place as commander-in- 
chief of all 
the 
U. 
S. armies to 
General 
Lee 
with 
the 
rank 
of | 
Major-General, 
bu t 
Lee 
refu sed 
the highest honor that cou ld be of­ 
fered to any man, and against his 
oath went with the Sou th, 
lie then 
pointed ou t that while Ly e is recog­ 
nized as a great general he alway s 
fou ght behind barracades 
and was 
alway s defeated when he stepped on 
Northern 
soil 
or 
away 
from his 
breastworks. 
Thomas was made colonel of the 
2nd U, S cav alry and then promoted 
to brigadier 
general of v olu nteers. 
At Mill Springs, Ky ., met 
and de­ 
feated the 
sou thern 
army . 
This 
engagement opened the ey es of the 
nation to 
the 
ability 
of Thomas 
and 
opened 
the 
way 
for 
his 
promotion 
as 
major-general. 
The 
speaker recalled 
the v alu able 
se r­ 
v ices of Thomas in 
Kentu cky and 
Tennessee 
engagements, at 
Shiloh 
and in the battle of Stone Riv er. The 
speaker said that R oseerans’ army 
was badly defeated in the lirst day ’s 
■fighting at 
Mu rfreesboro 
and at a 
cou ncil of war a t night the staff ail- 
v ised a retreat bu t this policy was 
opposed by 
Thomas 
who insisted 
that the enemy cou ld be rou ted the 
following day . 
His plan was carried 
ou t and the Sou thern forces were in 
retreat before night. 
Roseerans was 
giv en the credit for this v ictory . The 
speaker referred 
to

M issionary Ridge, in which the reb­

He say s 
they are “remaining idle.” 
Shou ld neither the withdrawal or 
the ex planation be forthcoming the 
note say s, “the Mex ican gov ernment 
will be obliged to consider the pre­ 
sence of the American 
forces 
in 
Mex ico as an u nfriendly inv asion.” 
The note is a lengthy one and de­ 
tails the whole situ ation beginning 
with the Colu mbu s raid and contin­ 
u ing down to the present. 
It was 
deliv ered to Arredondo y esterday by 
Manu el Mendez who arriv ed from 
Mex ico City Monday . 
Mendez was instru cted when he 
left Mex ico City for Washington not 
to deliv er the note to Ambassador 
Arredondo withou t first cabling for 
instru ctions.

sures a month ago. 
Certain reports reaching the Dutch 
government 
about steps 
taken by 
the Allies at the Paris economic con­ 
ference caused grave concern here. 
The 
Mini-ter of 
War informed 
new-paper-men that the government 
was expecting an economic crisis of 
great importance, though he refu-ed 
to go further in his statement. 
Evidently in anticipation of sharp 
measures bv the Allies, the govern­ 
ment chartered several steamers and 
ent them to America for wheat. 
Measures taken 
by the 
British 
government to enforce the blockade 
of Germany are steadily becoming 
more irritating to the Dutch, 
This does not mean, however, that 
the anti-German feeling of the great­ 
er part of the people of Holland has 
been lessened. 
Hollanders are generally convinc­ 
ed that Germany has rejected Dutch 
neutrality in this war only because 
she depend-

for her 
food supplies. 
The |>eople blame high food prices 
upon Germany because exportations 
to the Kaiser’s realm have lessened 
the supply here. 
The people of Holland want to be 
let alone by both sides.

Richard Henry Dana Makes Appeal 
Before Federated Women s Clubs 
in New York.

New York, May 31.—An appeal to 
two million American club -women to 
help take the Post-office department 
out 
of politics 
was made 
b y the 
civil service reform leader Richard 
Henry Dana, of Boston, b efore to­ 
day’s 
session 
of 
the 
Federated 
Women’s club s national convention 
lure to-day. 
Dana 
declared the 
political 
pointment 
system 
has 
made 
United 
States 
postal 
service 
poorest and most inefficient in 
world. 
The remedy Dana suggested was 
to put every postal service job , from 
the four assistant post-master-gen- 
eralships down to the lowliest carrier 
of a rural route, on a competitive 
examination b a sis under strict civil 
service rules. 
The speaker asserted 
that more 
than 90 per cent, of all postmaster- 
sliips paying $ 1,000 a year or more 
are changed with every national ad­ 
ministration; and that appointees to 
the b ig assistants’ job s in Washing­ 
ton sometimes are changed twice m 
an administration. 
Dana condemned 
‘‘the vast majority of postoffice ap­ 
pointees” as b eing ‘‘either politicans 
or b roken own failures in b usiness 
whom 
some politicans desires to 
foist 
upon the 
United States 
for 
support and who almost never know 
or learn anything ab out the intric­ 
acies of the postal service.” 
Dana 
declared the recent order that all 
postmasters devote all their time to 
the 
postoffice 
service will 
only 
“make 
their postoffice a political 
headquarter.” 
He pointed out that 
we have had 15 postmaster generals 
in the last 30 years and suggested a 
long term appointment. 
He suggest­ 
ed thi‘ division of the country into 
postal districts, with a division sup­ 
erintendent for each one. In praising 
the railway mail service, Dana said 
it was efficient only b ecause it has 
b een under civil service for years. 
In concluding, the speaker declared 
that, although our postal service is 
60 years b ehind that of other coun­ 
tries, b ills now in congress for its 
reform 
are 
ignored 
b ecause 
the 
people do not rise 
up and demand 
that the reforms b e put through.
